proposed Urtlversal 8-Hour law would 
hurt waBe-earners worse than employ­ 
ers and they would give a good major­ 
ity vote of "No" on Proposition 3 at 
the November election, according to 
the Farmers' and Fruit Growers' Fed­ 
eration, which is conducting the farm­ 
ers' flght against the drastic, sweeping 
non-exemptIng bill; 


The proposed 
law 
prohibits 
any 
worker from selling his time as he 
pleases, absolutely wipes out the right 
of free contract between employe and 
employer, and forbids any work being 
done in excess of eight hours per day, 
regardless of what extra payment is 
made for overtime. No state on earth 
has proposed such an arbitrary penal 
restriction of workers. 


The musicians' union of Sacramento 
Is the latest trades union to come out 
actively In opposition to the Socialist's 
bill. 
Already union printers, railroad 
men and others oppose the measure 
as a blow to wage-earners and to the 
state's prosperity. 
These workers ap­ 
prove of the stand taken by the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor, which is on 
record strongly against such penal re­ 
strictions of industry. 
Union Printer's Reasons 


The Typographical Union printers' 
view of the Socialist proposal Is voiced 
by George E. Shelton of Santa Ana, In 
tho linotype department of the dally 
Blade, who gave the following typi­ 
cal expression: 


"I am, and will continue to be, a 
strong union man. 
Let that be under­ 
stood at the start. 
But this proposed 
law, what does it mean, apyway? Why, 
It simply means that under its provi­ 
sions a workman, skilled 
or other­ 
wise, is debarred from selling his la­ 
bor, and that's all ho has to s o i l - 
when there is a good demand for it 
at a satisfactory price with sure pay. 


"i3ee how the law, If adopted, would 
work out here In Santa Ana: 
At cer­ 
tain times of the year every printing 
ofllce here, has plenty of woflc. In- 
eluding overtime, for ©very operator 
on the force. 
It would be of no use 
to send to Los Angeles at such times 
for extra help, fo* when we are on 
•rush jobs' such as tho Great Regis­ 
ter and other election supplies here, 
they are even busier in Los Angeles. 
So the result of the 
proposed 
law 
law would be that the work could not 
be gotten out on time at all, and the 
printers, Mergenthalor operators and 
others, who are glad to have an op- 
" portunlty to earn this extra money and 
can use It, as I am using It—in pay­ 
ing for their homes—would 
be de­ 
barred from earning a dollar extra. 


"Such a law as this, In my opinion. 
Is calculated to Injure employers and 
employes both, but, I verily believe, 
the employes would be the worst off." 
No Overtime Allowed 


The printers' reasons apply to thou­ 
sands of workmen In other trades and 
occupations, and they call forth 
tho 
following editorial comment from the 
San Bernardino Sun: 


"There Is not a week In 
tho 
Sun 


office but that finds overtime on the 
payroll. 
The mechanical departments 
are all on an eight hour basis, with 
scale of wages fixed on that basis. 
But the work frequently shapes Itself 
so that it 
cannot be 
completed 
in 
eight hours. Men are wliurig to work 
half an hour or an hour more and the 
publishers are willing to pay them for 
It, yet this proposed law would make 
it illegal for either employer or em­ 
ployee. 
It 
absolutely 
destroys 
all 
freedom of contract. 


"One of these days some Individual 
will undertake to put the sun 
and 
moon on an eight-hour schedule." 
Delusion for Labor 


Strong pro-labor newspapers warn 
workers agafnst the universal law. 


Tho San Francisco "Bulletin," a la­ 
bor champion, said: 


"The eight-hour law Is full of fall­ 
acy. 
The Interests of employers and 
employes arc identical in opposing it. 


"On its surface, the proposed uni­ 
versal eight-hour law is likely to be a 
delusion to the worklngman as hold­ 
ing out a shorter work day, accompa­ 
nied by the same pay as 
formerly. 
But when this shallow fallacy Is un­ 
derstood, the worklngmen of Califor­ 
nia will undoubtedly join hands with 
all other Interests of the state in con­ 
demnation of such a disastrous meas­ 
ure. 
Their Interests are just as much 
at stake as are those of their employ­ 
ers. 
They themselves would probably 
be affected more directly than anyone 
else 


"The bill is not a labor union meas­ 
ure and its parentage Is repudiated by 
many of the strongest labor organiza­ 
tions of the state.' 
Labor Miijorlty Against It 


The Sacramento Bee, another pro- 
Inbor newspaper, says: 
, 


"If an universal eight-hour law and 
Socialism were In the saddle in this 
[ state today. It would not be long be­ 
fore the workers themselves 
would 
ask for the repeal of the one and the 
exile of the other. 


"Thinking tollers do not favor the 
universal eight-hour law now. 
They 
know it would'do ^incalculable injury 
to business;- that it would bankrupt 
many IndustrieB. 


"And they feel that in the ultimate 
analysis the greatest sufferers would 
be the laboring classes themselves. 


"The chances 
are 
this 
initiative 
law will bo defeated at the polls -in 
November. 


"It Bliould be. 
It was not born of 
union labor, but Socialism. 
And while 
many union laborltes are for it, it 
may be found their unionism has be­ 
come wedded to and been swallowed 
by Socialism. 


"On the other hand, probably the 
groat majority of the masses of union 
labor In California are opposed there­ 
to, on tho ground that, while at the 
present time grossly unjust to the em­ 
ployer, it would be inimical also to 
tho best interests of tho employe." 


That not one-half of the organized 
wage-workers 
of California 
will ap­ 
prove of tho law at the polls Novem­ 
ber 3rd Is tho prediction of tho Farm­ 
ers' 
and Fruit Growers' Federation.

Ts it poH»i})le tlnit thore is a conspirncy betwoon the Democratic 
iidministration nt Washington find the Tlirain Johti.son regime at 
Sacramento to Hqueeze financially the state of California?

The pending hill, however, is in line with prcyious measures 
enacted by the i)rcsent Democratic congress. No state in the union 
fares worse under tlu; new tariff law thfin California. The protection 
which tlie state's iruliistries enjoyed under the Payne-Aldrich act— 
by ProgresHiv(!S and Democrats denounced as a "robber tariff"—has 
been ehipi)ed off and wiiittled away by the present Democratic tariff, 
until the pauper-labor products of Southern Europe control the 
American market—or did until the war interrupted shipments.

in view of the damage done to California by the Underwood-Simmons 
law, the proposal now to assess this stale 10 per cent of a $105,000,- 
000 tax levied on the country as a whole suggests that the party in 
power "has it in" for California—perhaps because of its alignment 
with the Rei)ublicans in former years.

A OBEMAN LETTBE, 


The following clipping from the Dysart (Iowa) Reporter, fumish- 
by C. P. Aschenbrenner, Sr., will be of special interest to our German 
readers:

Dicnierode, Germany, September 9, 1914. 
My Dear Uncle John: 
, 


We were glad to receive a letter from you. We see in your letter 
that you read the war newsi^vcry day, and only hope you will read 
it in the right way. 
, 


Now I will tell you, Uncle John, lhat the kaiser did not want war 
at all, but Russia and France began to line up troops all along the 
borfdor, and the kaiser gave them 48 hours .to take their troops away, 
which they refused to do. Russia and France then asked for 40 days 
time. This was refused by the kaiser as in that length of time Russia 
and France would have had plenty of time to get good and ready to 
invade Germany from qll comers. 
It was said that -Russia and 
France had already divided up Germany between themselves, and 
expected to be in Berlin in a short time. 
Under these conditions 
the kaiser was campelled to go to war. 


I tell you. Uncle John, we are thankful to our God that this enemy 
did not get into our country. 
Our government surely was on to all 
their plans. 


The first few days of the war in some unknown way 20Q0 Russian 
and French spies had entered Oermkny with the intention of blowing 
up bridges and doing anything to prevent our troops coming together. 
These 2000 spies were captured and dealt with as all spies are. Even 
all school boys are on-the lookout and aiding all they can. 


It is reported after a battle in Belgium' some of the home people 
treated our soldiers most shamefully. 
Soldiers who wore rings had 
their fingers cut off when 'alive; others had their eyes cut out, their 
legs cut off, and in some instances the eagle was taken from their hel­ 
met and nailed on their breast. Just think what our soldiers had to 
go through. 


Oh, may God put an end to such a murdering ,war. Three of my 
brothers arc in the war. One brother, George, was first in the battle 
with Belgium, and from there he was returned and^ent against Rus­ 
sia. You can imagine for yourself hoyr anyone feels here in Germany. 
There has been more tears shed the last month than in a man's life­ 
time before.

iReeently, however, one R. II. Norton, a member of the Los Angeles 
board, introduced a resolution demanding a public accounting. This 
resolution came without notice and in response to no demand. 
It 
failed to rciceive a s(H'.ond, for three members of the board supported 
Chairman Pridham, who denounced the proposition as a political trick 
and one indulged in for political purposes only, an accusation Avhich 
the autlior of the document did not luive the courage to deny. 


Chairman Pridham made tbe following vigorous statement in con­ 
nection with the introduction of the resolution: 


The district attorney (Captain Fredericks) asked for and 
explaiiUKl for what purpose he desired the secret service fund 
l)rovid(;d for his use by the hoard of supervisors. 
Every 
dollar of this money was used as a secret service fund. 
It 
was agrcu'd a t the time that HOUW member of the board should 
chock up the expendriures. 
I WM delegated and every 
dollar of the money was accounted for and used exclusively 
for secret service work. T nuulo a report to tliis board and it 
was approved. 
Since that time two finance committees of the 
grand jury have checked up the expenditures of this money 
which was expended for the prosecution of crime. 
There 
con be no other motives than political ones in this attempted 
exploitation. 


Following this, Chairman Pridluun offered to show Supervisor 
Norton voueher for voucher for every cent used, but Norton declined 
to accept the proposition, rei)lying ambiguously: " W e will wait and 
see." 


Since this iiuudent the Progressive papers have tried to make poli­ 
tical capital of it, but have failed miserably, as they should, 
ft was 
' a cowardly action and unwarranted by reason of justice. Tlie p4(opl»> 
of the state will not be deluded by any such contemptible tricks. They 
know the rugged honesty of John D, Frederieks too well to be deceiv­ 
ed by any^uch course of conduct and this bushwhacking attack on 
him will be generally resenliid and with good reason, for the records 
show that he honestly expended every c e n t in achieving the emls of 
juHlice.—OakhiJul Tribune.

.'C riiiiia tio'urity conceived the idea of inviting 
°j-V';ifs.their guests the editoi-s and representa- 
iives bf the principal neW$paper8 of Soiith- 
• l'j'-j^rn California, in order that the completion 
of one of the gi^eate^t mountain roads of 
that county might have wide publicity. 
. 
Next to California's admittedly wonder- 
* Iful climate is her splendid mountain scen- 
s ery, and San Bernardino county can boast 
' 
of having mountain scenery most accessible 
of any in the state. For centuries the San 
" Bernardino range has kept wrapped up in 
itself some of the grandest. scenic beauties 
of the world. 
The old trails, which were 
cattle paths, were travelled by only those 
who wanted to be adventurous. The motor­ 
ist was seldom, if ever, seen at an elevation 
whiqh presents scenery equal to what would 
be seen on visiting Yellowstone Park or the 
.Grand Canyon of Arizona. 


The waterfalls in the San Bernardino 
mountains are seen 
plunging 
down the 
mountainside, and here and there a beauti­ 
ful stream, filled with mouiitain trout, at an 
altitude of nearly 8000 feet, together with 
• Big Bear lake, which is four miles wide and 
.ten miles long, adds to the entrancement of 
this country which has been opened up to 
the public through the building of the new 
• mountain road. 
The big pines and moun­ 
tain shrubbery, the wonderifui ferns and 
green grass of this incomparable country, go 
to complete the setting of what might justly 
be called the "Switzerland of America," 
The scenic beauties of the San Bernardino 
mountains have been opened to the autoist 
and the excursionist through the completion 
of nearly 125 miles of mountain roads. 


The San Bernardino board of supervisors 
was determined to build these roads, not­ 
withstanding that a proposed bond issue for 
this purpose was defeated. The supervisors 
believed that if the tourists and visitors to 
the exposition of next year could travel in 
the great mountains by automobile, it would 
. mean big; returns to the county, and thou­ 
sands would take advantage of the trip. 


For Publicity 


. The plan of having the newspaper repre­ 
sentatives formally, open these roads to the 
public, would mean many 
columns of the 
. best kind of advertisejnent,, and it is need- 
' less to say that the board of supervisors that 
accompanied the party of newspapermen, 
knew how to make good fellows of them- 
' selves, and the trip was made an enjoyable 
' one in every respect: Myselfj representing 
the Covina Argus, was a memher of a party 
^ 
' tb^t spent September 25, 26 and 27 in one 


of the most glorious coimtries that man has 
ever had the fortune to discover. 


For a considerable 
distance 
the new 
roads in the mountains were built by convict 
labor. The idea of taking the convicts from 
behind the bars and stone walls, and placing 
them in good, wholesome 
surroundings, 
where they are actively engaged in work of 
a real nature, plenty of fresh air and sun­ 
shine and good food; is certainly a most 
commendable method of caring for these de­ 
pendents upon the county. 
Each prisoner 
is paid 35 cents per day, and when dis­ 
charged, he can go out to fight life's battles 
anew with a little money in his pocket, and 
not "dead broke," as would be the case if 
the opportunity to work was not given him. 
If the prisoner refuses to work, he is placed 
on a light diet of dry bread and good, cool, 
mountain water, and the fresh air, together 
with the short bill of fare, soon creates in 
him a desire to swing in and do his share of 
the work. The editors were very favorably 
impressed with this particular phase and 
means of building mountain roads. Why 
would it not-be better to relieve the walls of 
San Quentin and Folsom penitentiaries by 
placing those poor and unfortunate men at 
work on mountain roads through the state 
of California? 
In this manner the great 
beauties of the interior valleys and moun­ 
tain fastnesses will be opened to the general 
public. The cost of mountain road-building 
would be reduced to the minimum, and from 
a humanitarian standpoint, it would be a 
great moral uplift and a great physical ben­ 
efit to our prisoners. 
Thus employing our 
prisoners we would not place them in com­ 
petition with the laboriugman, as mountain 
road building would not be done 
unless 
through some such cheap form. 


6 Per Cent Grade 


The San Bernardino mountain roads have 
no dangerous grades, and all are easy grades 
for almost any machine. 
Very few places 
are the grades more than 6 per cent. The 
roads are wide enough at many places to 
allow automobiles to pass with safety. 


The contour of the mountains requires 
many tui-ns of the nature of the horseshoe, 
yet any big machine can go up and down 
with perfect ease. , The traveller sees pano- 
ramie views of small valleys and canyons 
lined with rustling pines and oaks. The road 
carries the autoriitobilist to an altitude of 
over 8000 feet. 
One takes the grades so 
gradually that it is hardly possible to real­ 
ize that such an ascent has been made. 


The newspapermen were taken over the 
roads in white gasoline SO-horsepower cars, 
each carrying from six ,to eleven men, and 


it was most remarkable, as there was no auto 
trou'ble, not even a puncture. The party was 
entertained at Seven Oaks resort tlic first 
night out and an elegant dinner was served. 
District Attorney Rex Qoodcell took charge 
of the after-dinner affairs, and the people 
enjoyed a season-^of wit and humor. Every 
man was called upon to say something and 
responded with alacrity and witli ability. 
Every speaker praised the business acumen 
of San Bernardino in building these wonder­ 
ful mountain roads. 


The second night the party stopped at Pine 
Knot lodge, which is over tlie second range 
of mountains, and still farther back of that 
snow-capped mountain, "Old Grayback." 
Pine Knot lodge is near Big Bear lake, and 
is at an elevation of 8000 feet. 
This is a 
beautiful spot, with good fishing, and the 
lake Avas black with ducks. This is another 
fanioiis resort, and each cottage is built of 
big pine logs. Here the editors unveiled a 
mammoth pine tree, in honor of the achievc- 
msenta of the members of the board of super­ 
visors, and distinctly as an honor to Chair­ 
man Pine of that 
board. 
The tree was 
christened "Sam Pine." As r6prcsentative 
of the Covina Argus, I was given the honor 
of making the dedicatory speech. 


On the Return 


The third day the return trip was begun, 
and the party was taken to Gold Mountain, 
which was owned by Lucky Baldwin at one 
time. 
It was here that "Lucky" opened 
Ids famous Bud Doble mine. 


We also passed Baldwin lake, whicli is 
about three miles wide and six miles long. 
The editors Avere interested in the gold mine, 
as each was given an opportunity to carry 
away all the gold lie could find. The next 
stop of any importance was at Little Bear 
lake, and the interesting feature of this lake 
is that the United States government has re­ 
cently passed a bill making an appropriation 
for a survey which will determine the prac­ 
ticability of turning this water into the Wat- 
sonville country for irrigating purposes. 


Farther down the mountain Pine Crest 
resort and Squirrel Inn were visited, 
Tlien 
came what might be considered a famous 
switch-back, where many views of the same 
road- could bo seen. 


We were all returned safely to the city of 
San Bernardino, and the whole party was 
very much gratified with the entertainment 
afforded on this very unusual trip. 


The newspapermen passed a list of reso­ 
lutions, thanking the board of supervisors 
for the opportunity given them to be their 
guests in one of the Jrfost beautiful spots in 
all California.

In traveling over the plains of west­ 
ern Texas, writes u contributor, 1 have 
now and then come on two little Iso- 
lated heaps of ruck that at first glance 
seemed nut ut all remarkable. 
After 
a time, I noticed that one heap wa8< 
generally about three feet bight and 
the other ubuut a foot lower. The two 
were always within a feW'feet of each 
ottier. an^ UHuully on an elevation or 
pintenu thiit bud a view of the country 
for five miles or.more.
